ACCIDENT INSURANCE 

WHEREAS J. D. TIPPIT 


employed either as a Police or Fireman Trainee (hereinafter called "Trainees") 
by the City of Dallas, Texas (hereinafter called "Assured") and the Assured 
having agreed to pay a premium at the rate of $3. 85 per man, per month in 
respect of each trainee in their employ until such time as each trainee becomes 
eligible to join the pension plan fifteen months eifter his enrolment as a trainee 
(hereinafter called "training period") the Prudential Assurance Company Limited 
and the Andrew Weir Insurance Company Limited (hereinjifter called the "Under- 
writers") agree witli the Assured, his Executors, Administrators and Assigns 
that if at any time during his training period any trainee shall sustain any bodily 
injury caused by accidental violent external and visible means which shall solely 
and independently of any other cause occasion his death or disablement as here- 
inafter defined and a claim be substantiated under this policy, the Underwriters 
will pay to the Assured according to the Schedule of Compensation hereunder 
specified not exceeding in all, the sum of $7, 500. 00. 

SCHEDULE OF COMPENSATION 

1. Death $7^ 500. 00. 

2. Total disablement which either permanently or temporarily necessarily and 
continuously disables the trainee from attending to duties of any and every kind. 
$40. 00 per week, per man so long as the disablement continues but not exceeding 
altogether 260 consecutive weeks. It is expressly understood and agreed that 
under Item two of the Schedule of Compensation no benefits shall be payable in 
respect of the first 15 days following the commencement of each and every dis- 
ablement. 

LIMITATIONS 

This policy does not cover any happening outside the limits of the United States 
of America luiless otherwise expressly stated hereon. 

EXCLUSIONS 

This policy does not cover death, injury or disablement - 

(a) Directly or indirectly caused or contributed to by war or invasion or while 
engaged or taking part in Military, Air Force or Naval service or operations. 

(b) Directly or indirectly caused or contributed to by intentional self-injury, 
disease or natural causes, suicide or attempted suicide (whether felonious or 
not), provoked assault, duelling or fighting (except in bona-fide self-defence) 

(c) Directly or indirectly resulting from medical or surgical treatment (except 
where such treatment is rendered necessary by bodily injury caused by accident 

within the scope of this Policy) 

(d) Resulting from deliberate exposure of himself to exceptional danger 
(except in an attempt to save human life), or from his own criminal act 
or from bodily injury occasioned or occurring while he is in a state of 
insanity (temporary or otherwise) or intoxications. 

(e) While engaged or taking part in aeronautics and/or aviation of any 
description or resulting from being in any aircraft or while riding or 
driving in any kind of race. 

CONDITIONS 

1. Accidental death shall not be presumed by reason of the disappearance 
of the trainee. Should the trainee become entitled to weekly compensation, 
the liability of the Underwriters shall be discharged as soon as the disable- 
ment, wound or injury shall have ceased, or been cured as far as possible, 
notwithstanding that some permanent or other injury may remain. 

2. If the trainee shall engage in any occupation in which greater risk may 
be incurred than in the occupation disclosed in this policy without notice 
thereof having first been given in writing to the Underwriters and their per- 
mission obtained in writing (subject to the payment of such premium as the 
Underwriters may require as the conditions of giving such permission), then 
no claim shall be payable in respect of any accident arising out of or in the 
course of such operation. 


3 Immediate notice m writing must be sent to the Underwriters of any 
accident to the trainee and the trainee must as early as possible place him- 
seU under the care of a duly qualified Medical Practitioner. When notice is 
not received by the Underwriters within seven days after the occurrence of 
the accident, a fair and reasonable explanation for the delay must be given, 
otherwise the claim will not be admitted. In the event of death immediate 
notice must be sent to the Underwriters. In no case will the Underwriters 
be liable to make payment to the trainee or to his representatives unless the 
medical or other officer of the Underwriters appointed by them for the purpose 
shall be allowed to make any Medical or Surgical examination of the trainee 
on the occasion of any alleged injury within the meaning of this Policy, and so 
often as the same may be required on behalf of the Underwriters, and in the 
event of death to make any post-mortem examination of the body of the trainee 
as the Underwriters are advised is necessary for the purpose of ascertaining 
the extent of the alleged injuries and disablement, or the true cause of death,

I believe in ooiamending a man when he deserves it. Such a 
mn is Offioer .T. D. Tippit ;. badge Ko. 848. I have never before 
received a traffio summons for speeding, but I have heard many 
people tell how impolite polioemen can be when issueing them, es- 
pecially for speeding. I oane through your oity violating your 
law at 5i30 in the morning. Offioer Tippit was v ery polit e and 
courteous. He patiently explained what I had done wrong and was 
^S^r^even gruff . X believe that this is unusual at 5«30 in the 
morning, after probably working all night. My faith in and respect 
for polioe officers has been renewed. 

I do have two suggestions to offer. In driving through Dallas 
yesterday mominr, on my way to Fort Worth, I was almost involived in 
an accident three or four times by other drivers cutting out of their 
lanes into mine. I do not know if this is a violation of your law or 
not, but it is extremely dangerous unless the other driver makes a 
hand signal. This seemed to be quite ooranon with no attempt at oorreot- 
ion. The other suggestion is that on highway 80 (business route) you 
place some larger signs telling the speed limit. I entered the city 
and there was a larp;e sign saying, "Speed limit 40 miles per hour. 
As I continued on toward town, I did not notice any other speed signs. 
I had noticed before that on the traffio signals there were signs 
saying that ihe traffio signals were set for 30 miles per hour. After 
my arrest, I looked at the nixt traffio signal and I saw in rather 
small lettering, "Speed limit. 30." Here in Longview, highway 80 
has a speed limit of 40 until you come into town and it is reduced 
to 35, but there are several large signs telling out of town drivers, 
imen you are use to this speed and driving in a strange oity, it is 
good to have large signs telliig 7°^ speed limit. 

I have sent a similar letter to Judge O'Brien with my eheolc 
for $10.00, the amount of my fine.
